FREE PASSAGE FOR THE VOTERS 


Who Happen to Belong to the Doubtful 
States—A Strange Election Bet-— 
Mr. Turner Goes to New York.

Wasutnotow, D. C., October 19.—Both the 
Jemocratic and republican cotnmittee here 
are making arrangements to transport voters 
to the doubtfinl states on election day. Quite 
afund has been raised by both committees 
and voters who jot pay fortheir passage 
will be provided with tickets free. At least a 
thousand will be sent to New York alone. 

The committees are making a canvass of the 
entire city, and every man whocan vote Ina 
doubtful state will be sent there. This alone 
show how earnest the narties are in the 
pending tight. Mz. Delman, of the democratic 
national committee, who arrived here today to 
assist in the work ef sending democratic voters 
te the doubtful states, said this after1.oon, in 
speaking of the sitnation in New York, that 
‘from careful estimates furnished by the state 

mimittee, Cleveland will receive about $0,000 
yotes in New York city. He will get a large 
maiority-this time in King’s county. The Ger- 
mans that heretofore voted the republican 
ticket will come out solidly for Cleveland. We 
are going to surprise the republicans very 
much in Brooklyn, especially East Brooklyn.” 

A most singular election bet was made here 
today, in one of the pool rooms. <A gentleman 
put up £20 against a like sum that at least two 
states of the union will cast their electoral 
votes for cither the prohibition or labor party. 
He started with the announcement that the 
presidential election willbe thrown into the 
house of representatives, and when the sug- 
gestion was ridiculed, declared that he was 
willing tostake money on it. Half a dozen 
offered totake the bet but only one was 
commodated to the extent of p20. 

Mr. William Dickson, the member of the 
democratic national committee from the dis- 
trict of Columbia, has #25,000in his possession 
to wager on Cleveland, but can find no takers. 
There are very few indeed here who will wager 
any money on Harrison. 

Mr. Cleveland has decided to go to New 
York next week to review the business men’s 
parade. He will, however, not deliver an ad- 
dress on the oveasion, although it is reported 
otherwise. 

TH END OF THE SFSSION. 

A visitor at the capitol today could but see 
that congress-was in the throes of death, a 
death from complete exhaustion. It is not 
dead yet, but at one o’clock tomorrow the 
gavels of the president of the senate and the 
speaker of the house will end its life. Even 
then not atear will be shed, for it has lived 
nruch overitsallotted time. The bustle and 
excitement which usnally characterizes tie 
closing days of congress was not observable 
today. When the senate was called to order 
this morning three grave and  digni- 
fie? senators smiled upon the  presi- 
dent and tried their best to leok like a 
quorum. Laterinthe day a few more camo, 
but not exceeding six showed up at-all. The 
house was also deserted, and only twenty mem- 
bers presented themselves during the day. 
There was partically no business done in either 
chamber. in the house several attem)ts were 
made to act upon claims and private bills, but 
Mr. ‘Turner and Mr. Kilgore put an end to it 
all by objecting. Thus the house was com- 
pelled te adjourn over untill 11 o’clock tomor- 
row, after an hour’s session. The senate re- 
mained in session until 3 o’elock, and then 
adjourned over until the same hour tomorrow. 
Great efforts will of course, be made to get 
private bills through in the two hour’s session 
tomorrow, but Mir. Kilgore in the house, and 
Mr. Cockrell in the senate have given notice 
that no more bills unless very urgent shall 
pass 

Wien adjournment ishad at one o'clock 
tomorrow congress will have been in session 
nearly eleven months, by far the longest ses- 
sion ever held, and for the last few months it 
might as well have been out of session for any 
benetit the country has received from its la- 
bors. Each of the two parties have been bent 
upon work for political effect almost solely, 
and it is for that reason the appropriatiof# bills 
were somuch delayed. Although both parties 
were plaving their best cards for political ef- 
fect the demncrats have proven the shrewdest 
and have euchred the republicans more than 
once

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THE WORK IN CONGRESS. 
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The Immense Amount of Business Intro 
daced During the Seeston. 
Ww ASuINGTON, Octolier 19.~—Tomorrow at 1 
') cloek, the first session of the proesentecongress 
will end, the longest continuous session in a 


history of Bi oe century of congresses, hav- 
ing lasted 521i days. The longest previous ses- 


sion ran O02 days, euding September Oth, 
Apart from the protracted but intezesting dis- 
cussion of the tariff question in both houses, 
and tie unparalleled dead lock in the consid- 
eration of the bill to refund the direct tax, 
the session has been vemarkable in several 
Ways, but yone more than in the enor- 
mous nuinber of measures introduced in both 
branches of congress. - Inthe senate 361 bills 
and ili joint resolutions were presented, and 
in tne house the record ran up to the 
unequalled figures of 11,508 bills, and 230 joint 
resoiutions, making a@ grand total of 11,585 
measures introduced in one session. In the 
sonate 2.3°4 measures. were renorted back 
from the committees and placed on the cal- 
@iar, amuch larger proportion than in the 
house, where 8,053 measures out of a total of 
11,525 intreduced still shimber in the @om- 
mitte roc ,

In the next stage, that is, in conference be- 
tween the two houses, are two bills of the first 
iimportance, namely: Repealing the pre-emp- 
tion and timber culture laws, and providing a 
general homestead law, and declaring the for- 
jeiture of unearned railroad land grants. 

Pending before the senate is the house tariff 
billand the senate substitute. The senate 
passed bills to divide Dakota aud admit the 
southern half asa state andto aid common 
school education, (the Blair bill), but 
they never reached the hous for 
action. in the senate the samo 
thine can be said of the following bills which 
passed the house: T fishery retaliation 
bill, whose passage was recomn ied by the 
president; authorizing the issue of fractional 
silver certiticates, allowing the regulation by 
States of railwavs’ chartered by the United 
States; for the printing of government securi- 
ties by hand; to preventSihe use of product of 
convict labor by government departments or 
on public works. 

The following are the most important bills 
unacted upon on the senate calender: 

To establish a U.S. land court; to invest 
the surplus in U.S. bonds; for the admission 
of Montana and Washington territories; to 
prohibit tlie alcoholie liquor traflic; to declare 
trusts unlawful; to establish a postal telegraph 
system (adversely reported from the coimmit- 
tee). 

The following measures of importance were 
reported from the house committce and are 
still on the house calendar: ‘To refund the di- 
rect tax (a véte on which will be taken early 
in December next under an agreement by 
which the memorabie deadlock over this bill 
was broken); for the payment of arrears of 
pensions; for the adjudicaiion of the French 
spoliation claims (adversely reported) ; to pre- 
vent the introduction of contagious diseases; 
refunding the investment of national bank 
redemption funds in circulating notes; 
the Pacific raileoad unding bil] 
(debated, but never reached the point of 
action) ; toinclude the telegraph companies un- 
der the interstata commerce act; to promote 
commercial union with Canada; to incorpo- 
rate the Nicaraugua vanal; to reculate theman- 
ufaciure of compound lard; forthe organiza- 
tion of the territory’ of Okolohoma. . Debated 
but never finally voted on. , 

The following are important senate bills 
which slumber in ¢ommittees tg which they 
were originally referred: Rejuestingthe presi- 
dent to open negotiation with Great 
Britain looking to the annexation of Canada 
tothe United States: for the free coinage o 
silver; to repeal the oleomargarine act; to re- 
nenl the arrears of pension limitation; to pro- 
videanayval reserve ; the Hennepin canal bill; to 
reduce letter postage; to allow Aniericans to 
purchase foreign built vessels: to grant Woman 
suffrage, and a measure proposing radical 
changes in the government’s financial policy. 

The following are original house bills which 
never got out of the committee: ‘To repeal 
the internal revenue law and the tobacco 
tax; to prohibit mailing newspapors contain- 
ing lottery advertising; to repeal the civil ser- 
vice law; for the free coinage of silver: to cre- 
ate navigable water ways between Lake Erie 
and Lake Ontario; the Hennepin canal bill; 
for full reciprocity between the United States 
and Canada; directing -judicial proceedings to 
be bronght agaist the Pacific railroads; to 
provide a more efficient mail service between 

United States and South America; to 
up the various measures. proposing 
n¢es in our pension, tariff and financial pol-

sion were those pensioning Mrs. Logan and 
Mrs. Frank Blair, both of which became laws.

Kansas Criry, Mo., October 19.--In the 
county seat election in Grant county, Kansas, 
Tuesday, Ulysses received a clear majority of 
2.150. The people of Appomatox, the other 
leading town, charged General T. TI. Taylor 
and Colonel J. A. Grayson, of Hutchinson, 
with sellipg.them ent to Ulysses, and seized 
and were threatening to lynch them, when 
the sheriff anda Jarge posse arrived. Each 
town is said to have put up $10,000 forfeit not 
to use money in the election. 

About 2 o’clock on election day, it is alleged, 
the Ulysses men began spending money lay- 
ishly to buy votes, The Appomatox men 
then seized Taylor and Grayson, who had 
been managing the campaign for them, forced 
them to sign warranty deeds for ail their 
property, as wellas checks for $60,000 on all 
the banks where the two had money. Pay- 
meut on the checks has: been stopped, and 
proceedings will be commenced toset aside 
the deeds. Another county seat war is feared. 


A LYNCHING IN TEXAS, 
And an Uprising of the Negroes Feared on 
é Account of It. 

Brazoria, Texas, October 19.—A conflict 
between the whites and negroes of Fort Bend 
and Brazoria counties is feared on @ccount of 
a lynching that occurred yesterday. Tuesday 
night, Isaac Van Dorn was assassinated by a 
negro nomed Nat Nathanie!. Yesterday morn- 
ing citizens from the surrounding country 
assembled and began asearch forthe mur- 
derer. He was captured in the town of Whar- 
ton.

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THE SEVERE STORMS OF YESTERDAY 


Gas Lamps and Show Windows Broken by 
the Hail—Several Horses Kunaway— 
Considerable Damage Done. 


FROM ON 


Cricaao; October 19.—A_ very severe hail 
storm, accompanied bya high gale, passed over 
this section of tle country last evening, the 
hail lasting fifteenaminutes. While the weath- 
crhas been threatening all day, the sharp 
flashes of lightning and severe thunder-bolts 
which preceded the storm were rather unex- 
pected, and the fall of hail was a still greater 
surprise. The storm caused much discomfort 
and damage. Big hail stones shattered the 
street lamps, and here and there crashed 
through the thick glass of sky@ehts in oflice 
buildings. 

They sent fragments of electric light globes 
clattering to the feet of pedestrians, an broke 
exposed showcasés. The hothouses ‘in the 
parks and those of many fiorists throughout 
the city were badly damaged, 

The most appalling feature of the storm was 
the effect it had on the horses. No less than 
five runaways tore through Fifth avenue in 
five minutes, and there were a number of 
smashups elsewhere. A runaway collided 
with a Wabash avenue car at Madison street; 
frightening the passengers badly. All the 
lights at the crib were smashed except a big 
one, and waves driven by the terrific wind 
sent their spray to the top of the htgh tower. 

The signal service man said the storm was 
of unexampled violence. The rainfall amount- 
ed to almost an inch, and the hailstones were 
exceptionally large, especially for the fall of 
the year, and evening at that. The barometer 
made many unusual shifts, and altogether the 
day was unexplainable. During the storm 
a house in the southern portion of the city 
was struck by lightning and burned to the 
ground. 

On the lake the squall was something in- 
tense, but it passed without disaster off this 
port, because there happened to be no vessels 
within ten miles of here, a heavy southwest 
wind during the day having kept most of the 
crafts under shelter. 
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AN OPEN SWITCH. 
A Terrible Accident on the 
Ohio. 

PirrsnurG, Pa:, October 19.—It is reported 
here that the Cincinnati express on the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad was wrecked near 
Washington, Pa., this morning. Three per- 
sons are reported killed and a large number 
injured. 

A dispatch from Washington, Penn., says 
the accident was caused by the train running 
into an open switch. The train was completely 
wrecked ; the €nugineer, fireman and two others 
killed; fifteen injured. Among the seriously 
injured were Stephens Collins, superintendent 
of the Pittsburg postofiice, and Captain 
Batchelor, also of this city. The particulars of 
the accident have not yet been received. 

No one was killed outright, but Fireman 
Brown and Baggagemaster Heury and a color- 
ed passenger are likely to die. Nineteen pas- 
sengers were more or less badly hurt, but not 
likely todie. The accident was caused by a 
misplaced switch. The train jumped the 
track and ran inioa “‘Y¥’’ near the depot. The 
curve was so_short that the train could not 
keep the track and Jumped over the trastle. 

Another despateh, sa¥5 the cannou ball ex- 
press, on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
which left Cincinnati last night ran into an open 
switchnear Washington, Pa., depot about 6:30 
this morning and was precipitated over a tres- 
tle, a distance of ten feet. ‘The train was 
running at a high rate of speed and was al- 
most completely wrecked. Engineer James 
Noovan and a passenger named Newell, of 
Wheeling, were instantly killed and about 
twenty injuredand a number serionsly. 

A Train Breaks in Two. 

Freeport, Ills., October 19.—A heavily 
loaded freight train on the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Kansas City road broke in two near here 
yesterday. An extra, which was following 
close behind, struck the caboose of the regu- 
lar train, causing a bad wreck. Six men were 
in the caboose, three of whom were killed. 
Thev were Jolin Brown, a stockman, of St. 
Paul; James Orr, of Larremore, Minn; and 
Edward Hickey, of Fairbanks, Minn. The

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THE LEAD WAS TOO HEAVY. 


A Corner in Lead Which Fell Through and 
the Result. 

Cuicaco, Tl., October 19.--The failure of 
the attempt by the biggest lead firm in the 
world, Nathan Corwith & Co., to corner the 
lead market by purchasing the surplusage of 
the output of lead produced i@® the smelt- 
ing works of this country, was 
the main topic in financial circles 
here. The attachments filed in local - courts 
cover the assets of Corwith & Co., and the 
Corwith’s individually, to theymount of over 
$30,000, and in a general way itis known that 
the liabilities of the firm are at least 5200,000, 
This amount, however, has reference solely to 
recent purchases, including October delivery, 
and merchants interested in the trade believe 
that even the amount of 3200,000 will be ex- 
ceeded. ‘The assets of the firm in this city 
consists of consignments of pig lead in 
different warehouses, amounting so _ far 
as known to $15,000 in value. There are, of 
course, bills receivable, but their value is a 
mere matier of conjecture, because the resi- 
dent partner, 28 weilas others interested in the 
case, refuse to talk about the failure. The

Tippoo Tib Pretends it was Caused by the 
Major’s Harshness. 

Lonvpon, October 17., 1888,—A dispatch from 
St. Paul de Loando gives the oficial account 
of the killing of Major Barttelot..

DOWN AN EMBANKMENT.

Too Many Men Changing a Switch Causesa 
Serious Accident in Macon—A Broken 
Rail Throws Cars From the Track. 


Macon, Ga., October 19.—[Special.|—The 
unusual sight was seen today in Macon of 
nine railroad cars laying wrecked within two 
or three hundred yards of the union passen- 
ger depot. The Georgia train for Angusta 
leaves Macon at7;19a.m. It isa passenger 
and freight combined. This morning about 
half-past six o’clock, while a heavy fog was 
prevailing, the Georgia train commenced back- 
ing togo under the depot preparatory to leaving. 
It was entitled to the right of way, and Eli 
Hicks, the regular switchman, had set the sig- 
nals to show this,and then went off several 
hundred yards to change a switch for the 
Georgia passenger. The shifting engine 
“Samson” came along about this time, and 
Horace Slappey, the head coupler, told Sam 
Hutchings to jump off the freight] train 
and go and change the signals so the 
freight could have the right of wiy. 


The signals were changed and the freight: 


train, which was onastraight track which 
crossed the track on which the passenger was 
coming, endeavored to pass ahead of the pas- 
senger, but was unsuccessful. The rear coach 
struck a freight box, the second from the en- 
ine, and sentit whirling down asteep em- 
Cadtiment and also knocked another freight 
car off the track. Both of these cars belonged 
to the Georgia Southern road, loaded 
with cotton, which the Central’s 
engine Samson inteuded taking to the com- 
press. The engine, on which were several 
men, narrowly missed being hurled down the 
embankment. Seven of the cars of the Geor- 
gia train were thrown from the track, and five 
of the seven were hurled down the 
sides of the steep embankment and badly 
wrecked. Of the seven cars thrown from tho 
track one was the first-class passenger coach, 
another the second-class coach, then the 
express car and four freights. The 
freight cars were badly wrecked and the goods 
of all sorts were broken up and scattered in 
every direction. Eli Hicks and Silas Horris, 
colored, were on the rear platform of the rear 
coach and saw thatthere would be a collision 
and Hicks put on the Brakes and then jumped 
trom the car and ran down the embankment. 
In a second or two the crash came and the 
heavy cars went flying down the embankment 
immediately behind Hicks and he narrowly 
escaped being crushed to death. Harris leaped 
from. the opposite side of the car and also 
escaped injury. A portion of the track was 
badly torn up. It will cost several thousand 
dollars to repair the damage. he cause of 
the accident is chargeable to the changing of 
the signals by the freight train hands. 
ACCIDENT NO. 2. 

Yesterday morning the Central railroad ex- 
perienced another accident. The outgoing 
freight from Macon had reached Jack’s 
branch, two anda half miles from Geneva, 
when a broken rail threw thirteen cars and 
wrecked them quite badly. No one was hurt, 
though trains were delayed. The track was 
cleared in due season, and all trains running 
regularly. 

ACCIDENT NO. 3. 

This morning several freight cars were 
wrecked on the Southwestern road, near 
Green’s mil!, between Oglethorpe and Ameri- 
cus. The Albany train, which should have 
reached here at. 10:15 this morning, did not 
arrive until noon.

LYNCHED IN JAIL. 


The Full Details of the Murder of a Priso- 
ner in Jesup. 
From the Jesup, Ga., Sentinel. : 

Louis Edwards was tried and convicted at 
the March term of Wayne superior court, 1887, 
for the murder of R. J. Smith. The jury re- 
commended him tothe mercy ot the court, 
and Judge Atkinson sentenced him to impris- 
onment for life. His counsel, Messrs. E. D. 
Graham and S. W. Hitch subsequently made 
motion for a new trial, and it was granted. 
Last Sunday Sheriff J. D. Robinson went to 
Greston on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railway, where Edwards has been con- 
fined since March, 1887, to bring him back for 
anew trial. The sheriff returned with the 
prisoner on the 11:15 train Sunday night, and 
was met at the train by 2 guard he had ar- 
ranged. The prisoner wes quictly conveyed to 
the pelle and after cautioning the guard to be 
Vigilant the sheriff went to the Jesup house 
and retired. 

About 3 o’clock the guard was overpowed 
and the prisoner lynched. Below we give the 
eviaence before the coroner’s jury: Messrs.

I was near the man who picked the keys from 
off the ground. Did not know how came them 
there. I was terribly excited. I did not recognize 
any voice. Theycaptured our guns. <A guard 
was left over us, while others went into the 
jail. The prisoner was killed, and the parties 
went away without saying anything else. We 
then sent for the sheriff.’’ 

“Did you know who had the keys ?”’ 

“No, sir; [ was under the impression that 
the sheriff had them.”’ 

‘‘How many men were there in the crowd ?” 

‘*T could not say ; I saw ten or twelve.”’ 

‘‘How were they armed ?”’

“They had on oil cloth and rags over their 
faces.”’ 

THOMAS REDDISH’S STATEMENT. 

“We were sitting around a fire outside the 
jail yard. The first thing that drew my atten- 
tion was the growling of a dog. About this 
time six or seven men rushed upon us with 
drawn pistols, and commanded, ‘Hand up and 
surrender.’ They captured our arms and left 
us powerless, and we obeyed the command. 
Two of the men gathered Mr. Wheeler and be- 

an kicking him and demanding the keys. 
fe told them that he knew nothing of the 
keys. One also caught hold of me and be- 
gan jerking me around. Just at this moment 
they found the keys on the ground. Iam not 
positive, but I think only three men went into 
the jail. As manyas five stood guard over 
us, one pointing a pistol at my breast, and say- 
ing: ‘If yeu move I'll kill you.’ I said: ‘I 
surrender, and don't shoot me.’ I heard those 
who went-into the jail. Heard a noise like 
breaking of the jail door, and thought it was. 
After the shooting, they came out and went 
away. I am confident there were eight or 
nine, andjmay have been more.” 
SHERIFF J. D. ROBINSON’S STATEMENT. 

“‘T went toGreston after prisoner Sunday, 
and arrived back here Sunday night between 
11 and 12 o’clock. I was metat the train 
by the guard. I took the prisoner to the jail 
atonce. After placing him in jail I cautioned 
the guard to be vigilant, and went to the 
Jesup house and went to bed, but hadI knov an 
there would be trouble I never would have 
left the jail, although tired and worn out. I 
dug a hole with my foot near a pine sapling, 
dropped the keys in there, and covered them 
up. I placed them there soif they were de- 
manded of the guard none of them would 
have thern.’’ 

‘Who did you ask to meet yon at the train ?”’ 

“T requested Reddish and Austin to meet 
me at the train.’’ 

“Was there much of acrowd atthe depot 
upon the arrival of the train ?”’ 

“There were a good many, but I saw or 
head nothing unusual. As I dismounted from 
the car, some one said, ‘Hulloa, Mr. Sheriff.’ 
I made no repiy, but went at once to the jail, 
and deposited the prisoner.’’

IN TROUBLOUS TIMES. 


Permission Granted by Union 
Southern Men to Bear Fire-Arms. 
Fromthe Albany, Ga., News, 

The right to bear fire-arms is one of the nat- 
ural rights of freemen, and auy interference 
with it has aiways been attended with great 
popular indignaiion. 

At the surrender of the confederate forces, 
in April, 1565, this country. was quickly pos- 
sessed by the ,union army, and the disarma- 
ment of the south was pursned with persistent 
purpose. Every home was searched, and all 
arms fell under the general order of contisca- 
tion. 

There never has existed just such a state of 
suppressed excitement and momentary dread 
of rioting. Stout hearts, that could have met 
death on an honorable field of battle with a 
smile, were appalled before the apprehensions 
excited by the he! plessness 
their families if the incendiary work 
of designing men _ should excite the 
blacks to insurrection against the whites. 
Many negroes believed that liberty meant 
license, and a realization ofthe perilous posi- 
tion of the few whites in this section banded 
them together as strongly ina purpose of mu- 
tual protection as did the insurrection of the 
Sepoys of India cement the Europeans. In 
these troublons times, thanks to the conserva- 
tism of the union officers and soldiers station- 
ed at Albany and the kidly disposition and 
tractable nature of the colored people, the 
lowering clouds passed over without the 
threatened storm being precipitated. 

Sporadic cases of outrage were bruited about, 
and the interposition of federal power was 
more than once solicited by unprotected 
women. Be it said to the eternal credit of the 
ofticers commanding this post, there was never 
an appeal to them, but the gis of 
their authority spread its protection 
over the helpless. In the _ extremity 


of their apprehensions, our people began to ¢ 


apply for permission to retain some of their 
arms, and authority was given by the com- 
mandants of district for such permission to be 
granted to proper persons to retain and bear 
‘sporting arms.’’ Itis rather amusing to see 
now what class of fire-arms was included under 
the head of sporting arms. 

Pg Y. G. Rust, who was fishing among 
his old papers, the other day, came upon a 
written permission under which he secured the 
use of two Colts revolvers. The official docu- 
ment is as follows:

RESIGNATIONS FROM THE WOMAN’S

| A New Home to Be Started—The W. C. T. U- 


and the W. C. A,—Both Sides of the Story 
are Giver Here. 


A change has been made in the manageme n 
of the home of the Woman’s Christian associa- 
tion, and in consequence of thechange a new 
home, called the ‘Home for the Friendless’ 
will soon be established, a meeting with that 
end in view having been held yesterday. 

There are two sides to the matter. 

Mrs. E. E. Harper, permanently identified 
with the management of the home for some 
time past, was found at her home last evening. 

“There was,” she stated, “‘a meeting at the 
Y. M. C. A.. building this (Friday) morning 
of fifteen of twenty ladies, interested in the 
establishment of the new home. Mrs. L. B. 
Nelson was chairman, and Mrs. McBirney, 
secretary. I think it very likely that a home 
will be established soon. Committees were 
appointed, and at our meeting next Monday, 


» the reports of those committees will be re- 


ceived. We have made application fora char- 
ter already. 

“Will the new home be similar to the old 
one ?”’ 

‘‘Yes, and the ladies in charge of the old 
home will be in charge of the new.” 2 

‘*What caused the resignation of the former 
offictrs of the old home—the ones that are in- 
terested in the establishment of the new one ?”’ 

“Well, it would be hard to say., Quite a 
number of members of the W. C. A. are also 
members of the W. C. T. U., while others are 
not. The W. C. T. U. believe in the third 
party and woman’s rights, as that term 
is geyerally understood, while I be- 
lieve in neither. You understand, 
however, that the W. C. A. and W.C. T. U. 
are entirely different. The first Friday in 
October, the 5th, was the regular day for the 
election of officers for the ensuing year. Quite 
a number of ladies who were members, but 
had never taken any active part in the work, 
and some ladies that were not members, met 
and elected new officers throughout. So the 
old oflicers resigned.”’ 

“Why was the new home started ?” 

“Last Monday at the supper table Mrs. 
Bowen, the matron at the home, on Peters 
street, read a notice by which gbout ten of the 
occupants were given this week to get new 
homes. From my association with them I 
knew that these people were simply unable to 
take care of themselves. I at once set about 
procuring temporary homes for them, and have 
succeeded in all the cases but two, one a 
woman and one almost a baby. I went 
to see Warden Lee about their cases, and he 
says they shal not be turned out. Last year 
the council appropriated for the support of the 
home $50 per month, and this year $100 per 
month, besides the contributions that come to 
us. That was sufficient, and at times was 
more than sufficient, for the support of the 
home.’®

Buffalo dispatch to the New York Sun: 

Frank Baker, chief engineer ofthe steamer Rus- 
sia, zeturned from Chicago yesterday and reported 
that he had already bet $1,800 on Cleveland’s elec 
tion. He has $200 more to bet. F..N. Vilas, of this 
city, offered $1,000 that Harrison will be elected, and 
his money was promptly covered by s2veral loca 
democrats, who put their money up with A. P. 
Wright & Son. In John Selffert’s resort, Captain 
Green offered #0 bet $1,000 that Harrison would be 
elected. J. M. Henderson, a merchant, accep§od 
tie bet. Police Clerk Eugene Ryan drew up 
three agreements, barring death and other techal- 
calities, but Green refused to sign. Then Police 
Judge King drew up one, but Green backed out. 
Ex-Alderman George Christ, the butcher, offered to 
bet $100 that Green would not putup any money. 
A, F. King has offered to bet $1,000 on Cleveland's 
‘election, but has found no takers. Joe Josephs to- 


day Bet $100 even with a local democrat that Harri- 


son would be clected. 

Postmaster Sackett sald tonight: ‘The democrats 
‘are doing all the betting. I consider that we have 
New York state solid. Otherwise, why did Gover- 
nor Hill go into Indiana?”

Fun is a great thing—according to a high 

gudicial authority in Georgia it is ‘‘the next 

dest thing to religion.”’ 

But there is another kind of fun, andthe 
man who claims that he has had his fun, 
and enough of it, always saysit sadly, and 
“witha sense of humiliation and regret. The 
Satest instance is Mr. John L. Sullivan, the 
gigantic prize fighter, the iron-ribbed ath- 
ete, who only a few months ago strode like 
a Colossus among his fellow men. Sullivan 
Goday is a wreck. His tremendous thews 
and sinews are still there, but they are weak 
and tremulous. His huge bulk, once the 
terror of the pigmies who looked at him in 
admiring wonder, is nothing but a flabby 
mass, a dead weight. 

The shattered giant frankly tells the story 
of his downfall. It was drink that did it. 
Drink robbed him of his strength and made 
him at the age of thirty as helpless as a 
child. It is true that he does not use the 
word drink, he calls it ‘‘fun,’’ but drink is 
what he means. ‘“‘I have made up my 
mind,’”’ he says, ‘‘that I have had about fun 
enough.”’ | 

It is the old story—when a man dances he 
must pay the piper. Mr. Sullivan has 
danced, and now he {s remunerating the 
shadowy musician who furnished the wind. 
It is a terrible descent from brandy and beef 
to chicken broth and toast, but to this com- 
plexion the giant has come at last. 

No wonder the bulky invalid has resolved 
to turn over a new leaf. He swears that 
while he lives he will never touch another 

drop of liquor. At the age of thirty he 
finds himself without a dollar, without a 
stomach, and without any vital energy. He 
has had about fun enough, and in future 
life will be’ a serious business, very real, 
and very earnest. 

Why don’t the temperance lecturers dis- 
ecard their namby pamby nonsense and tell 
the story of such a life as Sullivan’s? It 
points a moral; it teaches a lesson. There are 
plenty of other men in the world who have 
had fun enough, such fun as the wrecked 
prize fighter talks about, and it is about 
time forthem to find it out. Will they 
hear the truth from their heads, or will 
they wait until their stomachs and their 
nerves deliver the paratyzing message? 


How Will It Work. 

The Chicago Mail gives currency to a 
rumor that the New York Herald proposes 
to adopt the French style of journalism, 
allowing all its writers to sign their articles. 

Our contemporary thinks that articles have 
amore direct tone of truth when signed, 
but they lack the dignity which attaches to 
the impersonal. They will put writers 
upon their mettle, for no man will care to 
sign a bad production. The custom will 
make a smal! group of good writers a greater 
power in the community. 

The practice of signing artifles was in- 
troduced in France at a time when the press 
was not free, and it was necessary that the 
authorship of an objectionable article should 
be made easily ascertainable so as to give 
the government as little trouble as possible. 
No such conditions prevail here, and there 
is no reason why a writer should sign his 
mame or keep it to himself. 

The arguments for and against the pro- 
posed innovation are about evenly balanced. 
The readers of newspapers demand good 


work, and they care very little about the 
workmen.

our coasts.” Secretary Whitney’s views 
are cheering, particularly after all the talk 
that has been indulged in at the expense of 
ournavy. Itisa credit to the democratic 
administration to know that our navy is now 
assuming such proportions that it is no 
longer an object of ridicule, nor the weak 
point to.invite foreign bluster. The reha- 
bilitation of the navy is in itself enough 
glory for one administration. The record 
of the department stands in striking con- 
trast with the thievery and corruption 
which characterized the control of the navy 
during republican administrations. Anoth- 
er administration by the domocratic party 
will give the United States a navy of which 
the country will be proud, and ,which will 
be strong enough to protect our coasts, and 
defend our rights at sea. 


“Qh! He Said Damn It!” 

By special request of the business office, 
the editorial floor of THr CoNSTITUTION 
feels that it would be recreant to its duty if 
it allowed to pass without comment, a re- 
cent utterance of the New York Herald, an 
excerpt from an editorial of which is as fol- 
lows: 

“What's the matter with the Herald?” Nothing 
is the matter with the Herald. But there seems to 
be a screw loose somewhere with the democrats. 

The Herald, undoubtedly, as a contemporary 
says, ‘for seyeral months has been fighting a most 
animated battle,” but not for free trade—not éven 
for the democratic party. It has been fighting a 
battle for the union and for the welfare of the 
whole country. The Herald is an independent 
paper in the truest sense of the word, and, as a great 
railroad magnate once said about the public, the 
Herald does not care a d— for any party. It does 
care a great deal for the country and for the pre- 
servation of the form and spirit of the government 
founded by Washington and Jeflergon. 

It is to the interest of this editorial floor 
to maintain cordial relations with the busi- 
ness office, therefore, when we observe that 
the distinguished adjuster of the safe com- 
bination is exercised at such an outburst of 
sinful emphasis, we can not resist the im- 
pulse of saying that no well regulated news- 
paper should make use of the term ‘*‘D——.,”’ 
It is vulgar, and is not calculated to encour- 
age simplicity and chastity of speech. As 
for ourselves, there is not a man on the ed- 
itorial floor who could be induced to father 
such an epithet in his writings; partly for 
the reason that it is not dignified, but prin- 
cipally because there is no way out of the 
building except through the medium of the 
business oflice. 

A newspaper is a public educator, and its 
relations with the people are similar to 
those existing between a teacher and his 
scholars; for this reason it should be careful 
that its example be only for good, 

Because Vanderbilt said *‘Damn it!’ is 
no reason why the Herald should do like- 
wise. It might just as well have said that 
it ‘‘does not care ‘a cuss’ for either party,’’ 
or the harmless expression ‘‘dad gum’’ 
could have been used. A number of sub- 
stitutes of this kind were handy; either of 
which would have answered every purpose 
and made unnecessary the use of the word 
| ne 

We wish it understood by our friends of 
the Herald that we cherish no ill feeling 
for them for their indiscretion, but we are 
not responsible for the position the business 
office takes in the premises. Of course we 
can not manifest the same attachment for 
our distinguished contemporary as formerly, 
because our first duty is to keep solid with 
the business office. 


Canned Death. 

Mysterious and sudden deaths for years 
past have been on the increase in this coun- 
try. Various explanations have been sug- 
gested, and it is generally believed that 
adulterated food has much to do with the 
mortality problem. 

It cannot be denied that one direct cause 
of death is the consumption of canned 
goods. We produce every year 502,000,000 
cans of all sorts of food articles, and con- 
sume most of them athome. Wecan fruit, 
oysters, sardines, corned beef and vege- 
tables. 

Now, how is the canning process con- 
ducted? Professor Tonry, a chemical ex- 
pert of Baltimore, says: 

The figures showing the magnitude of the can- 
ning industry emphasize distressingly the danger 
which attends improper canning. All tin cans 
have to be soldered, and the best solder contains 
five partsof tin to seven parts lead. A “flux,” 
sometimes of powdered rosin, and sometimes of 
liquid chloride of zine containing iree muriatic 
acid, is applied to the tin surfaces that are to be 
soldered. There are two bands of solder in each 
can, and, on the averaze. six Square inches of so)- 
der surface on th: inside of each can: and these 
six square inches are composed of a mixture of tin 
and lead, with 50, 60,oreven a greater percentage 
of lead. There is danger that the solvent eifect of 
an acid liquid, when acid vegetables or an acid 
fruit, packed without syrup, are put into an inside- 
soldered can, will make itelf felt, and, eating 
away the solder, impregnate the contents of the ean 
with the lead. There is also danger from galvanic 
action resulting from contact between the acid and 
the metal, producing decomposition. This danger, 
it should be said, occurs only where inside solder- 
ing is use? and is greatly lessened where the con- 
tents of the cansare packed in cane sugar syrup, 
which acts to prevent direct solvent action on the 
lead of the solder, and also to retard galvanic ac- 
tion, What the effect of inside soldering may be is 
illustrated in a startling way by the story of a cer- 
tain can of American sardines, 

It matters not how much French the flat can has 
spread over it in yellow and black letters, the con- 
tents are not sardines, and are not put up in l’huile 
d'olive pure, but in cottonseed oil. Ihave now be- 
fore me one of these sardine tins with solder on the 
inside and fully one-quarter of the inside surface of 
the metal gone. Thefish that were contained in 
this tin were neariy all used by three persons; two 
of them were children, and all were taken sick 
within hait an hourafiter the meal, Thechild who 
ate most of the fish died within twenty-four hours 
I made a chemical examination of the yiscera of 
the dead child, and found lead in the viscera; lead 
was also found in the oil and remaining contents 
of the tin. What remained of every article of food 
used at the same lunch was also examined chegni- 
cally and no poison of any kind found. The ver- 
dict of the jury was “Death from lead-poisoning 
from an improperly soldered sardine can.”’ 

Professor Tonry is in favor of a law pro- 
hibiting the use of inside-solderedcans. In 
making cans by machinery, the heat from a 
jet around the outside forces the solder and 
the flux in, orif already on the inside keeps 
itthere. This is dangerous, and it would

out on land. We are 60,000,000 people _ their solder and flux are driven on the out- 


side, where they do not injure the contents 
of the cans. 

As many people die a painful death every 
year from eating canned goods, it is time 
for the law to interfere. 


It Looks Like oa, Opportunity.

sides, express the opinion that there is no 
ground for fear that Cleveland and Thur- 
man will lose a single vote, or that the city 
will fall into republican hands. 

It must be said, however, that the situa- 
tion is not a pleasing one. Mr. Hewitt, 
with the indorsement of the county democ- 
racy, is encountering strenudus opposition 
from almost every newspaper in the city, 
and the Irish and German elements are 
practically solid against him. This looks 
bad for Mr. Hewitt. Mr. Hugh J. Grant, 
the Tammany nominee, is undoubtedly the 
choice of the democratic press of the city, 
as between the two men, and can count on 
its undivided support as against Mr. Hewitt. 
But Mr. Grant has a stumbling block in his 
way in the nomination of James J. Coogan, 
by the labor party, which draws largely from 
Tammany, and which will thus detract from 
Mr. Grant’s strength. 

Thus, the Tribune thinks the republicans 
have the opportunity, and now await the 
man. -It suggests a number ofprominent 
republicans whose candidacy would appeal 
not only to the republicans of the city, but 
to other elements of strength. 

The democratic split in New York, com- 
ing asit does at this most inopportune of 
times, is unfortunate, and the republicans 
are united in the opinion that it will result 
in harm to thedemocracy. The democratic

The Date For the Electoral College. 


Epirors Constitution: I notice that in 
your.paper of this date you publish the time for the 
electors of to assemble, and the day on which they 
fre required to cast their votes for president &nd 
vice-president, and you cite the code of 1882 as your 
authority. The section of the code referred to was 
taken from the act of congress of force at the time 
of the revision of the code in 1882. The law at that 
time required the electors to assemble at the capi- 
to! on Monday before the first Wednesday tn De- 
cember after the election, and cast their yotes for 
president and vice-president on the following Wed- 
nesday, first Wednesday in December. This provision 
of the co‘e of 1882 is taken from an act of congress— 
as congress prescribes the time for casting the vote 
for president and vice-president. But recently the 
law bas been changed by congress. Thé last 
congress passed what is known asan electoral law, 
which provides how a contest over the electoral 
vote may be determined, etc., and in order to give 
time for that purpose, the act® provides that the re- 
sult shall not be declared until some date in January 
following the election. Icannot give the date as 
I have not the act before me, The old law, which 
is found in the code of 1887, which requires that 
electors shall assemble at the capitol on Monday 
before the first Wednesday in December after the 
election, and shall cast the vote for president and 
vice-president on the following Wednesday, was not 
changed. This left the matter in confusion, and 
the present congress passed a bill to remedy this de- 
fect in electoral law above referred to. The law 
now requires the electors to assemble and cast the 
vote some time fin January. I forgot the date, 
but of course it is after the result is 
declared. This is a matter of importance, 
and I hope you will procure a copy of the 
electoral law enacted by the last congress, and 
the recent enactment of the present congress to 
which I have referred, and publish the dates for 
declaring the result, the assembiing of the electors 
and forcasting the vote for, president and vice- 
president, JOHN F. HALL

After Dr. Wood- 
row’s expulsion several of the theological students 
attended regularly his scientific lectures in the state 
university. This incensed the seminary faculty and 
board of directors, who, led by Drs. Girardeux and 
Mack, determined to boycctt the professor. They at 
first admonished the students and subsequently 
adopted a resolution forbidding them, under pain 
of expulsion, from attending any of Dr, Woodrow’s 
lectures, 

The report of the committee on seminary made 
to the state synod yesterday, after reciting these 
facts, recommended the adoption by the synod of a 
resolution condemning the action of the faculty and 
board of directors inthe premises. After a pro- 
tracted and bitter debate the resolution was adopted 
by a vote of 78 to 45. 

Another victory won in the synod by the Wood- 
row party was in the election of two members of the 
board of directors of the theological seminary to 
fill yacancies caused by expiration of terms. Rev. 
J. G. Richards and Rev. N. J. Holmes, both ayowed 
Woodrow men, were elected, that issue being made 
and assented to by the opposing tactions of the 
synod. - 

The Woodrow party in South Carolina is thus in 
the ascendancy again, but the battle in so far as it 
relates to theological seminary matter, will have to 
be reopened and fought over again in the synods of 
Georgia, Alabama and Florida, which with the 
South Carolina synod conjointly control the semi- 
nary. From present indications it would seem that 
the troublesome evolution question must inevitably 
cause a complete division of the Southern Presbyte- 
rian church, 


A PAYMASTER MURDERED. 


And Ten Thousand Dollars Stolen from 
His Body. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., October 19.—John B. 
McClure, paymaster for Contractor McFadden, 
who is building a branch for the Lehigh Valley 
railroad, drew twelve thousand dollars from a 
bank in this city this morning, and started to 
pay off the men at work on the new road. He 
left here at 10 o’clock in a buggy in company 


livery stable, whence he obtained conveyance. 

Both men were found dead and their horse 
also killed before 11 o’clock and the money 
gone, a few miles from the city on Wilkesbarre 
mountain, and only a mile and half from 
McFadden's office. The discovery was made 
by McFadden himself who was passing along 
the road, and found the dead horse and 
McClure’s body in the road and Flannagin a 
short distance away.
